fHiCAGO, July o.—Tliis is to be one of 


the most remarkable conventions in the 
history of American politics. 
With 


tho convention but £i> hours away and 
almost three-fourths of the delegates on 
the ground, it is so hedged about by 
couditiojis that little can be foreseen as 
to candidates. 


Tho feature of the day has been the

boom. The talk of the existence of the 
senatorial cabal plotting to secure Tel 
ler's nomination has aroused among 
many of the incoming delegates a feel- 
ins; of the most bitter and passionate 
resentment, ann the cry is heard every- 
wuere today that the nominee must be 
a Democrat.

As the free, silver Republican and 


the Populist leaders realize that the 
game is slipping away from them they 
ure inclined to grow ugly in their d> 
peration. The former have begun to 
predict defeat if a Democrat is nomi- 
nated on the ground. 


The. Populists could with difficulty be 


restrained from issuing an address gay- 
ing that they could not support a Dem- 
ocrat. Both were met with the argu- 
ment that if their professions of devo- 
tion to the silve.r cause were not hollow 
pretenses they must join hands witl- 
the Democrats in the attempt to elect a 
candidate on the issue 


The revolt against the cabal has hac 


the effect of hastening declarations b> 
arriving delegates for the candidates 
Bland arid Boies, and both claim larg< 
acquisitions.

Tht- fact probably is that abundant 
green food doea more than anything else 
to give d«>p color to eggs, 3ust as it 
dues to butter. It most bo remembered 
that eastern eggs are probably all "store 
eggs"—thai «. eggs collected from gen- 
eral farmers whoso fowls are not confined 
in yards but run freely about the farm 
in a country wherv- the grass is green all 
summer. The following is from Pro 
fessor Hilgard's letter:

CaL—Editor' 


Chrcnicie-: We hsra locked up the record 
•we made on the subject of the color of 
the yoiks of the eggs examined by us in 
connection with the eggshell question, i 


Wa find that in a number of cases, 


notably in that of the Langshao, por- 
tions of the yolk were deeply colored, 
generally in a larger or smaller circle 
of varying 'width. Bnt we found no one 
yolk completely dark tinted; tha major- 
ity wore rather light colored, quite in- 
dependently of the color of the breed or 
shells. It is quit* probable, then, that 
the kind of food has something to do 
"with the color; bat- aa these eggs were 
from fowls, doubtless somewhat spe- 
cially fed for exhibition, it is hardly 
probable that the "strength" of the food 
was inadequate. Just where the differ- 
ence in the kind of food given east and 
west comes in, those familiar with the 
methods of feeding in those regions 
muss determine.—SauFrancisco Chron-

The 
turkeys were allowed to run on several 
acres of ground, roosting in trees and 
laying in hnshes; by judicious feeding, 
8 of the tnrkey hens and 15 hens started 
to laying in abont a month; and by the 
15th of January we had every turkey 
hen sitting on 20 h«n eggs apiece, or 200 
in all 
Oat of 300 eggs l?$ hatched, 


•which were placed in homernade brood- 
ers. The turkeys -were set again on 200 
eggs, hatching out 165, which were 
)lac«d in brooders, and the turkeys were 
iei again for th* third time on 200 eggs, 
hatching out 180 chicks. The turkeys 
were then liberated, having been cooped 
up for 05 days, hatching 518 chickens 
a that length of time; 482 were raised 
and marketed, bringing 85 cents each, 
making a total of f 168.70, deducting 
568.70 for expenses, leaving a profit of 
5100. 


While I have not clung to that way 


of raising broiler**, I kno*v it to be prac- 
tical and profitable when properly man- 
aged.—A Georgia Fanner in Poultry 
World.

By watching the appearance of the 


comb the healtn of the fowls may be 
easily noted; when the comb looks 
wMte, pale or black, something is 
wrong; great thirst it. another &ign, and 
a nervous, restless disposition also givts 
warning; sometimes a hen will go 
moping about w'th drooping .viugs, bnt 
with no other signs of sickness; when- 
ever tie comb, however, does not show 
a bright scarlet in color, and the fowl 
is not lively, it should at once be exam- 
ined ; there is no particular color for 
any disease that is indicated by the 
comb, as the pale or black depends upon 
the stage of the disease, for very often 
the comb will be pale and then turn 
black, but the ponltryman may depend 
upon his fowls beirg in full health when 
the combs indicate a bright scarlet, .and 
especially during the laying season, ,as 
the first sign the pullet gives of begin- 
ning to lay is the color cf comb.

M. Peyton, jailer of Montgomery coun- 
ty, was aroused from hia sleep by loud 


the front door of rhe jail. 


When ho inquired who was ther« he 
was told to open the door to receive a 
prisoner. 
He did so aud found con- 


fronting him a ciob of :fO or 30 masked 
men 
He quickly slammed the door in 


their laces aud locked it, only to have it 
broken down a few minutes later. The 
crowd rushed in and demanded that he 
unlock the cell doors. Meeti- g refusal, 
they leveled revolvers at Peyton's head 
and directed him to hand over his keys, 
which he did promptly. The affair was 
well planned, for the mob proceeded at 
once to Randolph's cell. 


The negro was an exceedingly power- 


ful man, over six foet tall and muscular. 
Tnere must have been a hard struggle to 
secure him. the cell floor being covered 
with bloody marks. 
Prisoners iu ad- 


joining cells say he strongly protested 
his innocence aud begged for his life. 
The mob gave no heed to these plead- 
ings, tii gagged him and then dragged 
him to a vehicle in waiting and drove 
out of town. A hangman's knot was 
tied around the negro's neck and soou 
afterward his lifeless body was swing- 
ing from a convenient tree. On the 
morning of Mar 26 all Maryland within 
50 niile* of Washington was startled by 
news that dunag the night oue or 
raora intruders had entered the home of 
Mr. Btmoii, a miller of Gaithersburg, 
and had murderously assaulted the 
head of the household, his wife and two 
daughters with an ux while they were 
ableep. 
It was feared that all four 


might die, but though terribly injured 
all recovered MIVE UK- youngest daugh- 
ter. 


Suspicion pointed to Sidney Randolph, 


a, negro who was found nour Iraithers- 
burg, unable to give a satisfactory ac 
count of himself. 
It was supposed he 


had been instigated to the deed by a 
companion named Neale. just releasec 
from the penitentiary, whither he hac 
been sent chiefly through testimony 
ssven by Mr. Buiton, whose life he had 
threatened. Neale, however, could not 
oe connected with the crime aud was 
released.wbiie Randolph was committee 
to jail to await trial, a coroner's Jnr> 
having found that Sadie Buxton cami 
to her death from blows inflicted by an 
ax iu Randolph's hands and that som( 
one unknown was accessory to the deed 
There hnd been frequent threats to 
lynch both Xeale aud Randolph.

Proposed Army Reorganization. 
It is down on the cards that uext 


•winter the United States army will l>e 
reorganized along lines proposed by Sec- 
retary of W<ir Lament. The reason for 
this change is that with the increased 
efficiency of modern gnus and the 
changed tactics of modem warfare the 
old divisions and classifications have 
become obsolete. 


The first change made will be an act 


of congress increasing our little regular 
army from 25,000 to 30, COO. At present 
25 regiments of infantry and 10 of cav- 
alry are required- This number will re- 
main the same, but instead of the 5 reg- 
iments of artillery now called for the 
number of these will be increased to 7. 
The !2 batteries to each artillery regi- 
ment will remain the same, and 2 bat- 
teries to i^ch reginu ut may be organized 
and drilkd as fii-lcl aitillery. 


The moat important changes will be 


made in the infantry regiment. Instead 
of the JO companies into which, from 
time immemorial, each, regiment has 
been divided, there will be 12 com- 
panies. The battalion formation is now_ 
the popular one, and the is companies of 
the regiment will be formed into 3 bat- 
talions of 4 companies each. Each 
battalion will be commanded by a ma- 
jor, so that there will be 3 majors to a 
regiment. Each regiment will also have 
12 captains, 14 first lieutenants and 12 
second lieutenants. 
The 2 surplus first 


lieutenants will serve respectively as 
adjutant and qat-rtennaster. 


The country certainly needs a larger 


army than it did 50 years ago. 


Two great nations that are not in the 


least afraid of each other can afford to 
be loyal friends and mutually strength- 
en each other. When the American gov- 
ernment left the case of getting justice 
tor Hammond and the other American' 
filibusters in South Africa in the hands 
of the British government, some Ameri- 
cans thought it was an act of pusillan- 
imity on our part The event showed that 
it was not; that it was quite safe to trust 
the case to England. Now comes Eng- 
land in turn aud asks this government 
to use its good offices in securing fair 
play for Harrison, the British govern- 
ment surveyor who was arrested by the 
Venezuelans while building a road in 
the disputed territory. It will be also 
perfectly safe to leave to the United 
States the matter of gettiag justice for 
this Englishman. The nest step, it may 
be hoped and believed, will be the 
establishment of a permanent arbitra- 
tion roorc between the two great Eng- 
lish speaking countries.

IE may remain statiouarv and 
curled for days and even weeks, but 
when the hot winds cease and rain 
comes it will revive and, if not too late 
in the season, will still produce a cron 
of grain. 


While it can be grown to perfection 


in southern and middle latitudes, the 
northern limit of its successful culture 
is as yet nofc well defined. In tests at 
the Ontario Agricultural college the 
season appeared to be too short for the 
grain to mature.-' Henry does not con- 
sider it saited to Wisconsin. The Mich- 
igan station regards il as inferior to 
core for forage. Possibly further trials 
may cause a revision of these opinions, 
bat it will, nevertheless, be wisest for 
tbe farmers in the northern tier of states 
to grow it at first only on a small scala 


The crop is cultivated like sorghum 


or corn. The roots are near ihe surface. 
Deep culture is therefore a mistake. 
The surface soil should be kept mellow 
until the crop begins to head, when 
cultivation should cease. At present 
there are three varieties popularly called 
Kaffir corn, Bed Kaffir, White Kaffir 
and Black Hulled White Kaffir corn. 
The red variety as grown at the Kansas 
station has always outyielded both 
White Kaffir corn and Indian com. The 
average yield per acre of Ked Kaffir corn 
at this station was 58 bushels grain and 
8 tonsof fodder. The foregoing interest- 
ing facts are extracted from Farmers* 
Bulletin No. 37 by Professor C. C. 
Georgeson of the Kansas state college.

Many bees, much brood, abundance 


of nectar, a crowded condition and hot 
weather will bring about swarming in 
a high degree if the time bo May or 
June, a slight decrease for July, and 
rapidly diminishing toward the close of 
the summer. The absence of any one of 
these factors lessens swarming. Take 
away the surplus of bees and you take 
away swarming. Leave the bees and 
take the brood and you stop it. Leave 
both bees and brood and take away the 
feed, and there is no swarming. Abun- 
dance of old stores will be a stimulus to 
swarming in about 25 to SO per cent as 
compared \yith nectar gathering. All 
ihe other conditions present and temper- 
ature below normal will retard swarm- 


20 to 25 per cent as against excessive 


heat A crowded condition, with all the 
other factors present, will augment 
swarming 20 to 40 per cent Giving 
Ml sets of extracting combs and abun- 
dance of room will decrease swarming 
much more than the same room if they 
jave to bnild the comb. Any manage- 
ment that takes tbe bees out of the brood 
chamber will decrease swarming. Giv- 
ng fall sets of comb, thus making it so 
convenient f or the bees to congregate in 
he super, is why those run for extracted 
swarm less than those run for comK It 
relieves the pressure of both bees and 
loney in the hrood nesc. 


Bees, brood and nectar are the three 


irime factors necessary to- swarming. 
Crowding and heat are secondary facttES. 


Keroaene £molsion » General 


Paris Greeu For the Cabbage Butterfly. 
There is 110 one insecticide that is the 


best for all occasions whatever the insect 
that may be at work. Kerosene emul- 
sion comes the nearest to being a general 
panacea of this sort. Make it according 
to the Hnbbard-Riley formula, so often 
quoted in bulletins and the agricultural 
press, and dilute it with about tea parts 
of water. When poored around" fee base 
of the plant, thi* emulsion maj-ebeck 
the onslaught of the cabbage maggots 
on the roots, but sea. emulsion made 
with crude carbolic acid {a. pound of 
soap, a gallon of boiling; water and a 
pint of the acid, all thoroughly agitated- 
and diluted with 25 or 3ft parts of wa- 
ter) or bisulphide of carbon injected- 
into the soil under the roots with the 
McGowen injector, will prove much 
more effectual against the cabbage mag- 
got than the kerosene emulsion. 


For the green worm of the cabbage 


butterfly pajris green, mixed with, three 
or four parts of flour and dusted on 
w!wn ths de^? is on, or mixed with wa- 
ter (a pound to 150 gallons) and 
sprayed on, is the best insecticide to be 
applied before the plants begin to bead. 


Hot water (130 degrees F.)pjrethrnm 


powder, or kerosene emulsion may be 
effectually used to kill the worms on 
the headed plants. This and the other 
kinds of caterpillars that feed upon the 
cabbage are the only enemies of the 
plants that can be successfully fought 
with the paris green. The poisonous in- 
secticides are only for those insects that 
bite off arid chew tKeir food.

Here is what the Iowa Homsst«ad 


says on the subject: 


Alfalfa should be cut on the first ap- 


pearance of blocm and should be mowed 
e*rery tisne it begins to blossom, no mat- 
.terhofw: short 16:2. It grows no taller 
after it- begins to bloom, and if allowed 
to form seed tEe stem will be woody, 
and it will drop its leaves even more 
readily than it does when cut earlier. 
The first and second crops of each season 
need to be cured with, special care, or 
they are pretty certain to mold in the 
stack. The plant contains about 72 per 
cent of moisture, and is therefore hard 
to cnra The point to be aimed at is to 
cure it sufficiently to secure its keeping 
sweet ia the stack without becoming so 
dry as to shed its leaves in handling. 
This is difficult to accomplish jii the 
swatfe and th« usual method i« to rake 
it into windrows when still qi-ite green, 
and af tor it is cured son*•-what more 
finally to make it into ir ,derate sized 
cocks, iu which it is allowed to stanc 
until ready for stacking.

tive Cold Storage For Farmers. 


The cold storage business is taking en 


mmense proportions. Its development 
u the principal cities of the country iias 
«eu nothing less than phenomenal »f 
ate years. And now cold storage ware- 
louses are being erected at country 
shipping points. In some cases they sre 
^nt np by the farmers themselves, who 
organize co-operative stock compaaies 
and conduct the business on the same 
jeneral principle that is applied sxhsuc- 
jessfully ia co-operative creameries. 
Thd New England Homestead explains 
iatmostof these cold storage giants 
in both city and country use chemical 
refrigeration or other artificial means of 
creating and maintaining a low temper- 
ature. We understand that recent prog- 
ress in this line makes it possible t& 
traild and equip a cold storage plant at 
comparatively reasonable cost, 


Of course, where the ice crop is as- 


sured, no expensive refrigerating ma- 
chinery is required, and in such locali- 
ties cold storage can be provided in con- 
nection with a neighborhood icehouse. 
Tho fact that cold storage is coming 
into such extensive use-in tho cities is 
tbe best possible evidence that it gener- 
ally pays to thus hold perishable prod- 
ucts until they can be marketed to the 
best advantage. Kow if this is such a 
good thing for niarketinen, cold storage 
can be equally useful to farmers, espe- 
cially as the/ can utilize its advantages 
by tho co-operative method. Almost any 
f .Inner can have a fruit retarding house 
built on a side hill, which does not re- 
quire ice, and a small cold storage room 
should be a feature of every farm or 
home icehouse.

all other crops. Tbf oxwptiou against 
horaeflt-j-h is not <-vcu fomided upon any 
objection to its properties. It is solely 
due to the influence til the church. The 
clergy did everything possible to pre- 
vent the newly converted Saxons from 
returning to their heathenish practices 
and prohibited the use of horseflesh to 
stop the sacrifices to Odin and Thor. A 
long time passed before these sacrifices 
were altogether discaatiiHi*?^. 


The nations of Europe have suffered 


enormous loss by this prohibition of 
horseflesh. Especially from the humani- 
tarian point of view the results are most 
deplorable. Millions of people are forced 
to live on potatoes and similar food 
wanting in nutritive qualities, while 
millions of pounds of the very best inept 
are wasted.

The 
fat is preferable to lard Above all, it 
should be remembered that no flesh is 
so healthy us that of the horse. Trichi- 
nosis and similar diseases are unknown 
in horses. Tuberculosis, very common 
in cattle, is very rare iu horses.—Frank- 
furter Zeituiig.

Th'.-so veils are very iiifrc-W'iit 
there, while they are p-rpelual upon '!>'- 
earth. Probably there is not a single 
day in the year when the entire surface 
ff'the oaith is uncovered so Uiat it could 
be. «ansfaeutri!y observed from spacn. 
The rwo planets have two meteorolog- 
ical systems that are absolutely anti- 
thetical. 


Furthermore, in the rarefied atmos- 


phere of ilars there can be no powerful 
winds, like the trade winds and the pre- 
dominant atmospheric currents which 
rule terrestial climates. Occasionally, 
however, observers have noted long 
streaks of snow which appear to have 
been produced by currents iu a tranquil 
atmosphere.

some warm winter period—before the 
rest of the tree. When this warm period 
is followed by a severe freeze, the new 
growth is killed and the bark on the 
affected side falls off. 


Professor Green gives some practical 


methods for preventing this trouble. 
Anything that will shade the trunk and 
limbs will prevent this early growth. 
When the trees are set oat they ihoultl 
be slanted to the southwest If kept in 
that position they will largely shade, 
themselves. The trunk may be protected 
by wrapping around it on the approach 
of winter screens of lath, boards, net- 
ting, hay and stalks or building paper. 
The protection considered on the whole 
safest and best is to bos the tree trunk 
and fill the bos with soil. This protects 
ihe trunk against sudden changes of 
temperature. With this system in gen- 
eral use, Professor Green believes that 
the hardest apples may be grown much 
farther north than is now considered 
possible. These boxes have been kept 
around the tree trunks continuously for 
three years without harm. They will 
protect the trunks from mice and rab 
bits.

Spot Diftcafttt of Orchids. 


G. Massce first described this disease 


as due to Plasmodiophora orchidis, but 
subsequent investigations demonstrated 
that it was not of parasitic origin, but 
was caused by physiological conditions. 
It was found that tho initial cause of 
the disease is the presence of minute 
drops of water on the surface of tho 
leaves at ;i time when rhe temperature 
is uxittptioually 3<nv and the roots-well 
supplied with water. The effect of the 
chill is to eutise plasmclysis of the cells 
of the leaf tuiderlyinft tho drops. This 
is followed by a precipitation of tannin; 
and other substances, and eventually by 
the complete disintegration of the cells. 
Experiments were conducted by placing 
small particles of ice upon leaves and 
keeping the plant at an abnormally low 
temperature- 
A fall of 30 degrees could 


not produce tho spot unless the leaf 
were moist and it was found that water 
at » temperature of 4o degrees could 
take the place of the ice. It was found 
that n fall in the temperature of less 
than 9 degrees -.vnnlil not produce the 
disease even if the other conditions were 
favorable. The spot disease can be pro- 
duced with the greatest, certainty and 
iu tho shortest time when the cxperi 
inent is conducted in an atmosphere 
saturated with moisture.

A Commission Merchant's Advice. 


J\To poultry should be killed for mar- 


ket which is not of reasonably good size j 
and in good condition. Small, thin, ' 
framy turkeys, such as are often re- 
ceived here very early in the season, are 
always a drag in the market, and are 
unprofitable. 
None- should be dressed, 


even iu September, which weigh less 
than seven pounds, and later eight 
pounds should be, tlie. bottom limit. 
Spring rbicki-iss should never be killed 
before"they attain a weight of at least 
one pound each, and this size is profit- 
ably salable only very early in the sea- 
son. As soon as supplies become at all 
liberal 1 ?.j r-mmfte each should be the 
bottom limit of weight Spring ducks 
should be kept back until almost full 
grown. We receive full groxrh spring 
ducks from Long Island and the oast 
very early in the season, and these bring 
high prices. Western packers, seeing 
tho high quotations for these, often send 
iu a lot of very small young ducks, 
about tho weight of broiling chicken?. 
Such are unsalable at any reasonable 
price. Spring ducks are never used to 
broil—always to roast—and there is no 
call whatever for stock weighing less 
than three or four pounds each.
